The so-called peace talks in Paris are causing 
more irritation among the American citizenry 
as each day drags on without noticeable accom­ 
plishment. 
Apparently realizing their impotence when it 
comes to getting their job done. the opposing 
sides have agreed to hold their regular meet­ 
ings only once a week. Special sessions can be 
caller) if there seems to be cause 
Ortfce-a-w'eek meetings while the war goes on 
and guilds up 24 hours a day. 
In these United Stales, labor-management 
talks often go on into the small hours of the 
night as negotiator? try to hammer out accord* 
But in these cases there is a desire on the part 
cf both sides to reach a settlement. 
The off-and-on. unhurried pace of the peace 
talks in Paris give the clear impression that at 
least one party is not seriously interested in 
achieving peace at this time 
Now there seems to be a gradual move to­ 
ward more secret talks, something American 
officials have been pressing for. 
Most Americans place little credence in any­ 
thing the propaganda-minded North Vietnamese 
•ay preferring to watch their actions. And with 


the still existing credibility gap in this country’, 
U.S. citizens would prefer to have the talks re­ 
ported openly so they can more reasonably be­ 
lieve what has transpired 
With the talks cloaked in secrecy, the suspi­ 
cion of a sellout rises to haunt us Mindful of 
past experiences verging on a sellout, we ar* 
loathe to see the talks go under wraps.

Custom has decreed in these softer ages that 
changes of government should not be attained 
by armed might, hut by exchanges of words 
that move men’s minds and hearts. The method 
used by William the Conqueror to win the 
throne of England is not practiced so much now 
except in some remote and benighted countries. 
In a word made popular bv President Kenne­ 
dy but which was lifted from a speech bv Ad'ai 
Stevenson, political “ dialog” must, if effective. 
be sprinkled with easily remembered and strik­ 
ing arrangements of words. 
Such phrases and slogans may he the means 
of favorably identifying the one who uses them 
or they mav be used as weapons to attack the 
opponent or the opposition These arrangement? 
of words may not spell out the truth nor need 
they be original 
But they must seem at the 
moment to bt' inspired ami new . 


THE ARDENT FAITH of politicians in the 
power of words is shown by the vast sums they 
are willing to pay for such confections. At the 
moment. Nelson Rockefeller is spending mil­ 
lions on wordy discourse in prmt and over the 
air to win the Republican nomination 
These battalions of words are not designed di­ 
rectly to convince COP delegates that they 
should abandon Richard Nixon. They are aimed 
at the general public and thus to affect the

Among the many political books with which 
publishers are flooding the market — most of

In other unions, w’here a Mafia hood turns up 
to loot pension and welfare funds men are beat 
en in basem ents 
There are wraves of bombings and assaults all 
the way from New York to Chicago and down 
to Miami. Probe after probe is launched in 
New York, in Florida, in Philadelphia, in De­ 
troit. and then dies amid old news clippings 
It is as Governor George Romney has just 
said 
It was not 200 million people who pulled 
the trigger which killed Bob Kennedy, but it is 
the very same people who tolerate an atm os­ 


phere of violence in which kil'er triggermen 
spurt bullets. 


The mob flourishes everywhere. Names of its 
leaders, at work or play, are known in every 
city. So are their connections in and out of the 
labor movement 
So powerful are these hoods, they terrorize 
even national union chiefs who try to police 
their thousands of local unions 
If the mob did not have friendly Congress­ 
men. judges and local law enforcement men to 
turn otf the heat, the hoods and their arsenals 
could be picked up in m e week.

The mob runs unions and tells local leaders 
to bru'b off these knocking on the doors with 
p eas for admittance of the hard core unem-

The mnh Hop-Vt want the Negroes and other 
minorities because the hoods want the kind of 
immn mem bors whom they can put on ghost 
payrolls, and whom they can direct to their own 
loansltarks. and whom 
they can tell which 
rooming houses to live in, which clubs and 
bowling alleys to plav in, which grocery stores 
to buy in. and which bookies to sue. 


IF THE UNION MEMBERS don’t take such 
orders, they just don t keep their jobs. Newly 
hired hard core black workers would become 
an icky problem to the underworld 
So all this does lead hack to violence A et we 
hear from White House aides that the Presi­ 
dent’s commission will take a philosophical ap­ 
proach It will be a series of sociological sit-ins 
They'll go into the reasons and possible cure of 
violence. They’ll turn in another voluminous re­ 
port And they’ll go home That’s nice too 
Maybe then we can get the public to pay 
some attention to crusading crime probers who 
have been sweating it out for years 
They know where the guns are

Adultery Ruling 


Hie Supreme Court of the United States has 
just rendered a decision that appears to make 
adultery profitable and seems to disregard laws 
designed to discourage immorality. 
By a unanimous decision, the high court takes 
tile 'position that aid to dependent children may 
not be denied to a mother who indulges In Illicit 
sexual relations with a “man in the house 
who 
Lr not the father of the children. 
There may not always be governmental pro­ 
secution if the man or the woman benefits from 
the money and the care of the children is neg­ 
lected 
This surprising opinion by the judges certain­ 
ly was not intended to condone adultery. 


BUT TOO OFTEN the high court justices be­ 
come immersed in technicalities and forget that 
Hie highest principles of morality ever written 
were contained in th* Ten Commandments and 
in the Sermon on the Mount as well as in the 
doctrines of several religions of Asia founded 
10.000 years before Christ was bom. 
Todav. however, it has become more of a le­ 
gal question, and morality has become second­ 
ary 
The issue is a simple one H ie state of Ala­ 
bam a has a law which contains a “substitute 
father” regulation that — under the federal pro­ 
gram of aid to tamilies of dependent children— 
denies financial assistance to a mother who 
“ cohabits" inside or outside her home with any 
able-bodied man. single or married 
The Supreme Court unanimously held the Ala­ 
bam a law to be invalid because it is inconsist­ 
ent with the federal Social Security Act. Eight­ 
een other states and the District of Columbia 
have laws similar to Alabama’s and they now 
are presumably invalid also 
The new ruling concerns a problem which is 
by no means of minor importance The Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare esti­ 
m ates that there may be between 50.000 and 
100 000 families affected 
and that 
between 
200.000 and 400.000 persons not at present eligi­ 
ble might become recipients of aid because of 
this week’s decision 
The vast amount of money involved could 
become available to “substitute fathers” who 
may enjoy “The Great Society” without any 
legal requirement that the money be spent 
for the children fro whom the taxpayers are 
providing assistance 


\ DEPENDENT CHILD is defined under the 
Social Security Net as a ‘‘needv child , . . who 
has been deprived of parental support or care 
by reason of the dpath continued absence from 
the home. or physical or mental incapacity of a 
parent.” 
The state of Alabama contended that a wom­ 
an having sexual relation? with a man not her 
husband is actually providing her children with 
a 
“substitute parent " Alabama also argued 
that there was a reasonable basis for the regu­ 
lation because its purjiose was to discourage il­ 
licit sexual relationship and illegitimacy. 
The Supreme Court did not base It? decision 
on constitutional grounds It merely held that 
the Alabama regulation was Inconsistent with 
the language of the federal law a ruling not 
unusual in these days of dedication to technical­ 
ities rather than to moral principles. 
The chief justice who wrote the opinion for 
the unanimous court, said- “ It is simply Incon­ 
ceivable . 
that Alabama is free to discourage 
immorality and illegitimacy bv the device of 
absolute disqualification of needv children ” He 
added that “We believe Congress Intended the 
term ‘jwrent' 
to delude only those persons 
with a legal duty of support ’*

As a hunter, sportsman and life member of the National 
Rifle Association, and because of the contents of your col­ 
umn in The Fast Liverpool Review June ll, I feel tiiat I 
must take exception to your views on the National Rifle 
Association and the hunter as a sportsman.

Its purposes 
are to educate public-spirited citizens in the safe and effi­ 
cient use of small arms for pleasure aud protection: to fos­ 
ter firearms accuracy and safety in law-enforcement agen­ 
cies, in the Armed Services and among citizens subject to 
military duty; and to further the public welfare and na­ 
tional defense. 
The NBA. comprised of over 960.900 members <which 
makes it (fie largest SPORTSM EN'S organization in the 
world' takes the bedrock stand that law abiding Americans 
are constitutionally entitled to the ownership and legal use 
of firearms. 
Anarchy and chaos could occur in our society < with NO 
help from the NKA) if the lawbreakers are not punished to 
Ihe fullest extent of the law instead of being returned to the 
public. Too many times f have read ol persons being con­ 
victed to robbery, rape and even murder, serving a few 
years in jail and being released on parole or because of 
a ruling by the Supreme Court that the person might not 
have had a fair trial, only to commit their crimes over 
again. The NBA supports legislation such as the Casey Bill 
(H R 369' which imposes stiff MANDATORY penalties tor

I am equally sure that you have never hunted game 
animals such as deer or you could not label them “ defense­ 
less ” lf the statements you made in your column is any 
indication of your intelligence, you would have been out­ 
smarted bv the animal every time. 
The NBA will, in the future, as they have done in Hie 
paid. support legislation aimed at keeping the criminal be­ 
hind bars and awav from gun' while protecting the law­ 
abiding citizens “ right to keep and bear arms” as guar­ 
anteed in the Constitution.

Hacket is a very funny man 
whom TV locked into a tired 
situation comedy some years 
ago. and when that didn’t work, 
the medium found nothing for

shows and talk shows like Car-1 
son s or Bishop's. 


R ED S K E L T O N . .Jackie 
Gleason and Lucille Ball are the 
only comics who've managed to 
survive TV through the years, 
and I’ve decided it s because 
they are great pantomimists. 
What they say doesn't matter 
so much as what they do with 
their faces and bodies as they 
say it. Because on TV, you 
aren't .supposed to say anything 
really fresh or funny. It worries 
the bosses who are afraid of 
topical humor or satirical hu­ 
mor. It causes controversy and 
offends some people. 
That’s why TV never really 
found a place for Fred Allen. 
He had a viewpoint —a very 
pointed one — on the world and 
its foibles. Groucho Marx man­ 
aged for several years to get 
his viewpoint across under the 
camouflage of a game show, 
yet he was upbraided by the 
network every once in 
while 
for being “ too rough” on a 
guest. 


IR R E V E R E N C E is a large 
part of comedy, but TV wants 
no part of it. In a mild way the 
Smothers Brothers have tried 
it, and Rowan and Martin's 
“ Laugh-In," and they are under 
constant surveillance by their 
networks to make sure they 
don’t go “ too far.” 
George Gobel was a big hit on 
TV as long as he could be im­ 
pudent about some of our sa­ 
cred institutions, but as Hie rat­ 
ing got higher and the money 
for George bigger, he. too, was 
ground down 
by 
a 
medium 
whose motto is “ Be Careful." i 
George does commercials now.' 
too. 
Don Rickies, whose comedy 
is based on the personal insult, 
got such rave notices from his 
guest shots on TV the past sea­ 
son, he’s been signed to do his 
own series. I haven’t seen it 
yet, but I know that the minute 
he tries to expand his type of 
humor as he does in night clubs 
to include racial jokes, the blue 
pencil will come down on his 
scripts and he’ll be confined tq 
a smaller and smaller circle 
until

nothing new to laugh at.

ANSWER: Potatoes originally came from South America. 
The first we hear about them is a mention in a Spanish 
book that they were growing in Peru and Colombia by 1538. 
By 1550. Spaniards had introduced potatoes into Europe. 
where they were widely grown, especially in England and 
Ireland. They were then brought to the Virginia colonies in 
America, probably from England, in 1621. Our quaint illus­ 
trations at the top are from an old book showing potatoes 
growing in the Jamestown colony in Virginia in 1629 While 
on the subject of potatoes, we d like to suggest some fun ways 
of cooking them outdoors this summer Take along some 
aluminum foil, wrap the foods to be cooked in a double layer 
and put the package under hot coals. The boy at the left has 
cut some strips of potato, added hamburger and strips of 
carrot, and cooked them for 15 minutes. His foil serves as a 
plate. The boy at the right has dug a hole in the earth, kept 
a fire over it for half an hour, then scraped the fire aside 
and put in potatoes.

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Keep Paris Talks Open And Moving 


ThjS so-called peace talks in Paris are causing 
more irritation among the American citizenry 
as each day drags on without noticeable accom­ 
plishment. 
Apparently realizing their impotence when it 
comes to getting their job done, (he opposing 
sides have agreed to hold their regular meet­ 
ings only once a week. Special sessions can be 
calteri if there seems to be cause 
C^e-a-week meetings while the war goes on 
and guilds up 24 hours a day. 
Tn these United States, 
lahor-management 
talks Often go on into the small hours of (he 
night a.s negotiators try to hammer out accords. 
But in these cases there is a desire on the part 
cf both sides to reach a settlement. 
The off-and-on. unhurried pace of the peace 
talks in Paris give the clear Impression that at 
least one party is not seriously interested in 
achieving peace at this time. 
Now there seems to be a gradual move to­ 
ward more secret talks, something American 
officials have been pres.sing for. 
Most Americans place little credence in any­ 
thing the propaganda-minded North Vietnamese 
iâ y, preferring to watch their actions. And with 


the atill existing credibility gap in this country’, 
U.S. citizens would prefer to have the talk? re­ 
ported openly so they can more reasonably be­ 
lieve what has transpired. 
With the talks cloaked in secrecy, the su pi- 
cion of a sellout rises to haunt us. Mindful of 
past experiences verging on a sellout, we art 
loathe to .see the talks go under wraps.

Authorities in Canada, Portugal and England 
co^)perated with the United States in tracking 
down the suspect and are continuing to co-oper­ 
ate by tracing all sorts of leads in trying to 
piece together the whole story.

The fart the suspect has re­ 
mained free .since the as.sassination April 4 and 
was able to get 
into three other countries 
proves a man can lose himslf ~ at least for a 
time. 
Without international assistance in the form of 
diligent work by law enforcement agencie« in 


individual countries, many criminals would not 
be brought to justice. 
The process may he lengthy and exasperat­ 
ing, but eventually Ray will be released to U.S. 
authorities for trial. 


SOME WILL FOLLOW the case with great in­ 
terest without realizing the tremendous amount 
of time and energy spent inside and outside this 
country in chasing wild leads and checking 
(acts that finally resuliied in success. 
There are other instances of cooperation be- 
tw e« i the United States and foreign nations in 
the fight against crime, but only when one is a 
“ big” case is much heard of it. 
The force of nations of the world working in 
concert against criminals is a powerful positive 
influence in the over-all picture of justice and 
should be a source of pride for citizens of the 
countries supporting the teamwork effort.

Cu.stom has decreed in these softer ages that 
changes of government should not be attained 
by armed might, but by exchanges of words 
that move men’s minds and hearts. The method 
used by William the Conqueror to win the 
throne of England is not practiced so much now 
except in some remote and benighted counb’ies. 
Tn a wood made popular by Président Kenne­ 
dy but which was lifted from a speech by .Adlai 
Stevenson, political “ dialog” must, if effective, 
be sprinkled with easily remembered and strik­ 
ing arrangements of words. 
Such phrases and slogans may be the means 
of favorably identifying the one who uses them 
or they may be used as weapons to attack the 
opponent or the opposition. These arrangements 
of words may not spell out the truth nor need 
they be original. But they must seem at the 
moment to be inspired and new. 


THE ARDENT FAITH of politicians in (he 
power of words is show'n by the vast sums they 
are willing to pay for such confections. At th« 
moment. Nelson Rockefeller is spending mil­ 
lions on wordy discourse in print and over the 
air to win the Republican nomination 
These battalions of words are not designed di­ 
rectly to convince GOP delegates that they 
should abandon Richard Nixon. They are aimed 
at the general public and thus to affect the 
polls, 
and 
through polls 
change 
delegates’ 
minds. 
Among the many political books with w’hich 
publishers are flooding the market — most of 
which are like houseflies and may only live out 
the summer — one of them deserves to live be­ 
yond November and be an autlioritative refer­ 
ence in years to come. 
It’s tiile i.s “ The Language of Politics” and 
its author, William Safire. has been in and 
around politics quite a bit himself. 
A good example of his treatment concerns the 
expression “ Peace Corps,” an idea that became 
a highly popular institution. 
Credit for the idea has been generally given 
to John F. Kennedy, who made it a major pro­ 
posal in his campaign for présidait and, after 
he attained office, obtained its authorizatiMi 
Jrom Congress in 19 63. 


But Safire points out in his book that this con­ 
cept had been sponsored by Sen Hubert Hum- 
tlie rival of b^h Kennedy brothers, well 


before Mr. Kennedy used it in his campaign 
speeches. 
For some years before 19 60, Humphrey had 
been calling for the recreation of Civilian Con­ 
servation Corps which was launched in the 
19 30s by Franklin D. Roosevelt. Finally a friend 
of Humphrey, Rep. Henry S. Reuss. after a vis­ 
it to Cambodia in 19 57, p ri^ sed that there be a 
study of the idea of the Peace Corps. 
The House authorizsed the study but Hum­ 
phrey went beyond a mere study. He proposed 
the creation of a Peace Corps in a bill submit­ 
ted to the Senate in June. 19 60, which was be­ 
fore Mr. Kennedy had been nominated,

Schlesinger says it came from Humphrey but 
Theodore Sorensen finds it among the Mor­ 
mons.

This is an excellent example of the mixed pa­ 
ternity of an idea and of the arrangements of 
words used to define it There are hundreds of 
other examples in the Safire book 
The lessxxi must be that while phrase-making 
Is a powerful factor in the business of politics, 
the history of most famous slogans reveals a 
long series of plagiarisms. There is really noth­ 
ing new in politics except the names and the 
dates.

Some of it springs from the Cosa Nostra’s in­ 
vasion of such unions as the Laborers’ Interna­ 
tional Union locals. Men are threatened by 
anonymous growling midnight telephone caller? . 
In other unions, where a Mafia hood turns up 
to loot pension and welfare funds men are beat­ 
en in basements. 
There are waves of bombings and assaults all 
the way from New York to Chicago and down 
to Miami. Probe after probe is launched in 
New York, in Florida, in Philadelphia, in De­ 
troit, and then dies amid oW news clippings 
It is as Governor Ge(M^e Romney has just 
said: It was not 200 million people who pulled 
the trigger which killed Bob Kennedy, but it is 
the very same people who tolerate an atmo.s- 


phere of violence in which killer triggermen 
spurt bullets. 


The mob flourishes everywhere. Names of its 
leaders, at work or play, are known in everv 
city. So are their connections in and out of the 
labor movement. 
So powerful are these hoods, they terrorize 
even national union chiefs who try to police 
their thousand.« of local unions. 
If the mob did not have friendly Congress­ 
men, judges and local law enforcement men to 
turn olf the heat, the hoods and their arsenals 
could be picked up in cne week. 


RUT THEN EVERYBODY would hear horri­ 
fied outcries in defense of the mob’s civil liber­ 
ties 


Just look at the record of violence. Just two, 
perhaps three, of the 1,000 criminal executions 
in and around Chicago have been solved. 
Violence may not be individual, but it is indi­ 
visible For every life the mobs rubs out, the 
co,« t to the public runs in the tens of millions— 
higher construction 
costs 
for world's 
fairs, 
schools, hospitals, city halls and highways. 
This IS a terror tax. Yet there is no central 
headquarters for such information. 
Why not. especially at this Ume? The mob 
has a multi-billion dollar stake in gambling, 
numbers, loansharking, narcotics and job-con­ 
trolling fake unions in the nation’s ghettos 
The mob runs unions and tella local leaders 
to bru? h off those knocking on the doors with 
pleas for admittance of the hard core unem­ 
ployed. 
The moh doesn’t w^ant the Negroes and other 
mtnnnties because the hoods want the kind of 
union rnembers whom they can put on ghost 
payrolls, and whom they can direct to their own 
loansliarks. and whom they can tell w’hich 
rooming houses to live in, which clubs and 
bowling alley’s to play in. which grocerx- stores 
to buy in, and which bookies to sue. 


IF THE UNION MEMBERS don’t take such 
orders, they just don’t keep their jobs. Newly 
hired hard core black workers would become 
an icky problem to the underworld. 
So all this does lead hack to violence. Yot we 
hear from While House aides that the Presi­ 
dent’s commission will take a philosophical ap­ 
proach It will be a series of sociological sit-ins. 
They'll go into the reasons and possible cure of 
violence. They’ll turn in another voluminous re­ 
port. And they’ll go home. That’s nice too. 
Maybe then we can get the public to pay 
some attention to crusading crime probers who 
have been sweating it out fw years. 
They know where the guns are. And the\- 
know who uses them. And why. The point now 
is how to prevent it—on all fronts. And no sa­ 
cred cows, please. Violence is indivisible.

Adultery Riding 


'The Supreme Court of the United States has 
just rendered a decision that appears to make 
adultery profitable and seems to disregard taws 
designed to discourage immorality. 
By a unanimous decision, the high court takes 
the position that aid to dependent children may 
not be denied to a mother who indulges in illicit 
sexual relations with a “ man in the house” who 
is not the father of the children. 
There may not always be governmentai pro­ 
secution If the man or the woman benefits from 
the money and the care of the children is neg­ 
lected 
This surprising opinion by the judges certain­ 
ly was not intended to condone adultery. 


BUT TOO OFTEN the high court justices be­ 
come immersed in technicalities and forget that 
the highest principles of morality ever written 
were contained in the Ten Ornimandmentg and 
in the Sermon on the Mount as well as in the 
doctrines d several religions of Asia founded 
10.000 years before dirist was born. 
Todav, however, it has become more of a le­ 
gal question, and morality has become second­ 
ary 
The issue is a simple one. Hie state of Ala­ 
bama has a law which contains a “ substitute 
father” regulation that — under the federal pro­ 
gram of aid to families of dependent children— 
denies financial assistance to a mother who 
“ cohabits” inside or outside her home with any 
able-bodied man. single or married. 
TTie Supreme Court unanimously held the Ala­ 
bama law to be invalid because it is inconsist­ 
ent with the federal Social Security Act. Eight­ 
een other states and the District of Columbia 
have laws similar to Alabama’s, and they now 
are presumably invalid also. 
The new ruling concerns a problem which is 
by no means of minor importance. The Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare esti­ 
mates that there may be between 50,000 and 
100.000 families affected, 
and that between 
200.000 and 400,000 persons not at present eligi­ 
ble might become recipients of aid because of 
this week’s decision. 
The vast amount of money involved could 
become available to ” suhstitute fathers” who 
may enjoy “ The Great Society” without any 
legal requirement that the money be spent 
for the children fro whom the taxpayers are 
providing assistance 


A DEPENDENT CHILD is deRned under the 
Social Security Act a.s a “ needy child . . . who 
has been deprived of parental support or care 
by reason of the death, continued absence from 
the home, or physical or mental incapacity of a 
parent." 
Thp state of Alabama contended that a wom­ 
an having sexual relations vith a man not her 
husband i.s actually providing her children with 
a “ substitute parent.” Alabama also argued 
that there was a reasonable basis for the regu­ 
lation because Us purpose was to discourage Il­ 
licit sexual relationship and illegitimacy. 
The Supreme Court did not base its decision 
on constitutional grounds It merely held that 
the Alabama regulation was inconsistent with 
the language of the federal law—§ ruling not 
unusual in these days of dedication to technical­ 
ities rather than to moral principles. 
The chief justice, who wrote the opinion fw 
the unanimous court, said: “ If 1« simply incon­ 
ceivable . 
that Ala'nama is free to discourage 
immorality and illegitimacy by the device of 
absolute disqualification of needy children,” He 
added that “ We believe Congress Intended the 
term ‘parent’ 
tn include only those persons 
with a legal duty of support ” 
The suit was brought by Mrs Sylvester Smith 
of Selma. Ala , again? | the state of Atahama 
She has four minor children 
Thev were removed in 1%6 from the list of 
persons eligible to rereive aid to dependent 
children, on the ground that a Mr. Williams 
came to her home on weekends and had sexual 
relations with her. Mrs Smith earns between 
$16 and $20 per week as a cook and waitress. 


THE ALLEGED “ substitute father,” Mr. Wil- 
hams. has nine children of his own and lives 
with his wife and family. He is not toe father of 
any of Mrs. Smith’s children. 
States and cities have welfare departments. Tf 
is illogical that the granting of federal funds 
should have become involved in the enrichment 
of 
substitute fathers.” while the poor children 
suffer the tragedy of being reared under cir­ 
cumstances that can hardly contribute to their 
future well being. 


The whole thing has gotten tangled up. how­ 
ever, in the technicalities of the Supreme Court, 
which seems much more interested nowadays 
in the equivocal phrases of law than in adher­ 
ence to accepted principles of human behavior.
